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Black Muslims hijack plane to Cuba 

HAVANA, Jan. 25 (R) — Two black American Muslims today 
hijacked an American aircraft to Cuba and demanded to be flown 
to Tehran, a U.S. official said. Havana airport was at a standstill 
while Cuban and American officials tried to negotiate with the 
hijackers by radio, be said. Airport sources said officials had 
offered to provide*, an aircraft to fly the hijackers to Iran if they 
allowed the passengers to leave the seized plane. The Delta Air- 
lines Lockheed Tristar was earning 51 passengers and 1 1 crew on 
a flight from Atlanta, Georgia, to New York when the pilot 
radioed that he had been ordered to fly to Cuba. After it landed at 
Havana, Cuban Immigration Director Justo Hernandez and a 
U.S. consular official started talking with the crew by radio from 
the airport control tower. An immigration official said a sick 
passenger was believed to have been taken off the plane. It could 
be seen parked in a far comer of the airport with a solitary car 
drawn up beside it.

Klibi, British 
aides discuss 
Middle East 


LONDON, Jan. 25 (R) - Arab 
League Secretary-General Chedli 
Klibi today discussed Middle East 
problems with British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington as pan 
of an Arab diplomatic offensive to 
win support for a Palestinian state. 

"We had a good meeting and 
shared very similar views on sev- 
eral issues,” Mr. Klibi told repor- 
ters on leaving the foreign office. 

A foreign office spokesman said 
the talks were mainly concerned 
with the Arab-lsraeli problem and 
a possible resumption of the so- 
called Euro (Common Market)- 
Arab dialogue. 

The spokesman added that the 
secretary-general, who is in Lon- 
don on a three-day visit, told Lord 
Carrington there was a need for an 
Arab solution to the Lebanon's 
problems. 

Mr. Klibi also met opposition 
leader James Callaghan and a 
minister of state at the foreign 
office, Mr. Douglas Hurd. The 
spokesman said the secretary- 
general was not expected to see 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher during his visit.

EL MELIZ, Sinai. Egypt, Jan. 25 
(R) — Egypt today formally reco- 
vered another area of Sinai from 
Israel during a flag-raising cere- 
mony. 

Egypt’s military operations 
director. Brig. Gen. Abed-Rabbo 
Nabi Hafez raised the Egyptian 
flag as the Israeli flag was lowered. 
In a speech marking the occasion, 
he said: "The recovery of this pan 
of Sinai showed clearly that wars 
are not always the only solution 
for the restoration of the rights of 
any nation.” 

He said Egypt and Israel 
showed people in-the Middle East 
that “comprehensive peace in the 
area is possible by implementing 
the provisions of the peace treaty 
in good faith.” 

After the handover ceremony, 
the Egyptian defence minister, 
Gen. Kama! Hassan Ali. and the 
commanders of the various army 
units performed the Friday pray- 
ers at a mosque near El Meliz air- 
field. 

The Egyptian undersecretary of 
the ministry of religious endow- 
ments, Sheikh Ibrafuro Dessouki, 
in a speech before the prayers, 
called on Arab leaders to unify 
their ranks. 

Control over the rest of Sinai 
will be returned to Egypt in April. 
1982. (See Map above) 



The area returned today is vir- 
tually uninhabited desen but 
known as the "key of Sinai" 
because the Mitla and Giadi 
passes enable any army to control 
the Peninsula. It also has some 
important installations, including 
airfields and Sinai's largest milit- 
ary base at bir Gifgafa.” 

The normalisation of Egvpt- 
ian-Israeli relations, includes’ the 
opening of a land route through 
Sinai between Rafah and Kantara 
via A1 Arish. 

Gen. Ali yesterda> said the road 
would be the only land link bet- 
ween ihe two countries until for- 
mal transport agreements were 
concluded. 

Direct air links between Egypt 
and Israel, another step in nor- 
malising relations, are expected to 
be delayed for several months, 
apparently through lack of prog- 
ress on autonomjT neogitaiions for 
Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip areas. 

The negotiations, which include 
the LIS., are bogged down by wide 
differences between Egvp’t and 
Israel on the extent of powers 
which the Palestinians should 
have. Israel has persistently 
rejected demands that Pales- 
tinians in the two regions should 
be granted wide powers and has 
instead offered limired measures 
which will allow them to run day- 
to-day affairs. 

Theoretically. Israeli citizens 
can drive from Tel Aviv to Cairo 
this weekend, but Egypt is 
expected to produce bureaucratic 


hurdles which will prevent such a 
trip for sometime. Similarly, in 
just over a montrh^gypt and Israel 
will exchange ambassadors but so 
far Israel has failed to find per- 
manent accommodation for its 
envoy. He is expected to stay in a 
hotel. 

Israeli troops will now pull back 
behind a line running from AI 
Arish in the north to Ras 
Mohammad at the southern tip of 
the peninsula. The 400-kiJoraetre 
line will be patrolled by Egyptian 
and Israeli troops. 

Israel's withdrawal from Sinai 
began lasr'May. when it pulled its 
troops out of AI Arish. Sub- 
sequently, it withdrew from Saint 
Catherine's monastery at the foot 
of Mount Sinai and handed back 
the Alma oil fields, which had 
provided Israel with 25 per cent 
on its oil needs. 


DAMASCUS, Jan. 25 (Rl - 
Leaders of Syria's Baath Party 
will head a demonstration in 
Damascus tomorrow in protest 
against Egypt and Israel open- 
ing their borders for land travel 
between the two countries, offi- 
cial sources said. They said 
religious leaders and Pales- 
tinian commando detachments 
would also take part .

Iran’s first presidential election 

Bani Sadr takes lead 

TEHRAN, Jan. 25 (R) - Finance Minister Abol Hassan Bani Sadr took 
an early lead in Iran's first presidential election today, according to 
unofficial estimates. 


Egypt recovers another 
Sinai area from Israel 


The 46-y car-old French- 
trained economist was polling up 
to 80 per cent of the vote in some 
areas of Tehran, according to elec- 
toral officials interviewed by the 
official Pars News Agency. 

Voters interviewed at random 
by Reuters in Tehran and pro- 
vincial towns indicated that Mr. 
Bani Sadr, a member of the 
Revolutionary Council, was lead- 
ing in most areas. His nearest 
rivals, according to the unofficial 
estimates, were former naval 
commander. Admiral Ahmad 
Madani. and Revolutionary 
Council spokesman Hassan 
Habibi. 

One of the first to vote, within 
an hour of the polls opening, was 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. Officials 
took a ballot box to his bedside at 
a Tehran hospital where he is 
receiving treatment for a heart 
ailment. 

A bulletin from Ayatollah 
Khomeini" s doctors said he had 
complained of chest pains for 
about 20 minutes this moming but 
had recovered after treatment. 
His general condition was good. 

The state' radio said supported 
of some candidates had claimed 
that the ayatollah had voted in 
their favour. But it said the ballot 
was secret and only the ayatollah 
and God knew how he had voted. 

Few other Iranians, voting in 
the first free elections of their 
lifetime, were reluctant to reveal 
their choice allowing observers to 
build up a picture of the voting 
partem. 

If no clear winner emerges from 
today's poll, the two leading can- 
didates will go forward to a run-off 
on Feb. 8. Mr. Bani Sadr's appar- 
ent lead made it likely a First round 
result might come through earlier 
than expected, possibly tomor- 
row. 

The new president will be con- 
stitutionally inferior to Ayatollah 
Khomeini but will still have exten- 
sive executive powers, including 
the choice of prime minister and 
the authority to send the proposed 
constitution back to the cabinet. 

Queues formed throughout the 
day at polling booths in Tehran 
and voters compared the turnout 
with that of last March's referen- 
dum to abolish the monarchy 
when 98 per cent of the 22 million 
electorate turned out. 

Except for minor scuffles bet- 
ween rival supporters in the Cas- 
pian Sea town of Rasht and the 
southern oil city of Ahwaz. no 
incidents were reported and Ira- 
nians appeared enthusiastic about 
the prospect of choosing a pres- 
ident. 

Spokesmen for the Kurdish and 
Turkoman minorities said their 
people were not voting because 
their pro-autonomy candidate. 
Mr. Massoud Rajavi. was ruled 
out last week for not supporting 
the new Islamic constitution. But 
they acknowledged the vote was 
being carried out in an atmos- 





phere of complete freedom with 
no reports of electoral abuses. 

Votes were cast on blank bal- 
lots. with illiterates — more than 
half of the adult 
population— relying on friends 
and electoral officials to write in 
the name of their choice. 

Clear skies and sunshine, 
despite heavy snow over the past 
two days, brought out voters from 
early morning. But in isolated 
pans of southern Fars province 
ihe poll had to be called off 
because of snow-blocked roads.

Islamic aides to start 
conference on Sunday 

ISLAMABAD, Jan. 25 (R) — Islamic foreign ministers have post- 
poned until Sunday a conference here called to condemn the Soviet 
Union's intervention in Afghanistan. 

A Pakistani government statement gave no reason for the last- 
minute postponement of the conference, which was due to open 
tomorrow. But Iran yesterday asked the secretariat of the Islamic 
Conference Organisation (ICO) to delay the opening because it 
coincided with the establishment of diplomatic relations between 
Egy pt and Israel. 

The conference was called by Pakistan and Bangladesh to coor- 
dinate an Islamic response to the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
in line with other diplomatic efforts aimed at securing a withdrawal of 
Soviet troops. 

Conference sources said some Arab states were trying to widen 
the conference's agenda to include Palestinian rights and nor- 
malisation of relations between Egypt and Israel. This could dilute 
any srrong anti-Soviet resolution and lead to an attack on the United 
States, they said. 

The conference is expected To be stormy despite signs in evidence 
around Islamabad urging ministers to "hold fast lo Islam and do not 
be divisive”. 

Afghanistan's new Soviet-backed leader Babrak Karma I. leader 
himself of a staunchly Muslim nation, is sending his foreign minister. 
Mr. Shah Mohammad Dost. Preparations are also underway for a 
respresentative of the tribal insurgents fighting to topple Mr. Kar- 
mal’s regime to address the conference. 

The sources said the conference could endorse calls that have 
been made to expel Afghanistan from the organisation although it

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Arabs criticise Carter’s pledge to use force in Gulf 


KUWAIT. Jan. 25 (Agencies) — 
Kuwait today criticised President 
Carter s pledge to use force if 
necessary to protect the Gulf, 
describing jt as interference in the 
affairs of Gulf states. 

The Kuwaiti minister of state 
for cabinet affairs. Mr. Abdul Aziz 
Hussein, w-as quoted by the 
Kuwaiti newspapers AJ Rai AI 
Aam and AI Qabas as saying “the 
defence of the Gulf is the concern 
of its peoples and they reject any 
interference in their affairs". 

President Carter said in his 
State of the Union address to 
Congress on Wednesday that an 
attempt by any ouTside" force to 
gain control of the Gulf region 
would be regarded as an assault. 
Such action would be repelled by- 
use of any means, necessary", 
including military force, he said. 

“The people of this region are 
capable of preserving their own 
security and stability.". Mr. Hus- 
sein was quoted as saying. 

In the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE), the newspaper AI Ittihad 
said today the U.S. was using the 
Soviet action in Afghanistan as an 
excuse to expand its military pre- 
sence in the Gulf. 

The paper said in an editorial. 


quoted by the official Emirates 
News Agency (WAM). "the big 
powers only want us as a market 
for weapons and an experimental 
bartle field.” 

Mr. Hussein told AI Rai AI 
Aam and AI Qabas in Kuwait that 
it was in the interests of the super- 
powers and all oil-consuming 
countries to keep the Gulf coun- 
tries clear from their conflicts 
because rhe Gulf was the world’s 
main oil supplier. 

British Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Douglas Hurd, 
who has just finished a tour of the 
•Gulf, was told by several gov- 
ernment leaders that, while con- 
demning Soviel military inter- 
vention in Afghanistan, they,, 
wanted to keep the area clear of 
east-west conflicts. 

Editorials in two Kuwaiti news- 
papers today also attacked Mr. 
Carter's statement. 

AI Anba said: "We would like 
to tell Mr. Carter and everyone 
else that the last thing we want is 
protection and the last thing we 
are asking for is his nuclear 
umbrella. " 

AI Watan said that Mr. Carter 
has tried to cram his statement 
with such words as security, peace 


and freedom, but "this will not 
deceive the people who now suffer 
and have suffered m the past from 
U.S. policy." 

In Damascus, Syrian news- 
papers today also attacked the 
Carter administration for what 
they termed its interference in 
Middle East and Gulf affairs. 

The government newspaper 
Tishrin said threats by the United 
States to interfere by force in the 
area's affairs constituted "a flag- 
rant aggressive interference which 
will be rejected, denounced and 
resisted if necessary." 

The Arabs would refuse to turn 
the Arab World into an American 
state and would no! accept Ameri- 
can tutelage, it added. 

AI Baath, organ of the ruling 
Arab Baath Socialist Party, said 
the American threat was not the 
first of its kind. “The Arab masses 
have exercised many such threats 
and have foiled them. They now 
stand in cohesion and tenacity to 
foil the new American onslaught ” 
it said. 

The semi-official newspaper Al 
Tha wra said: * * Carter can not 
intimidate usnorcan he force us to 
kneel down or bring the Gulf area 
under his tutelage.” 


A Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation spokesman. Mr. Yasser 
Abed Rabbo. said President Car- 
ter s warning that he would use 
force to protect Middle East oil 
routes was a “fresh demonstration 
of American arrogance, 
hegemony and gunboat dip- 
lomacy.” 

Lebanese newspapers, which 
reflect all shades of thought in the 
Arab World, were unanimous in 
criticising President Carter's 
declaration of the Gulf as a sphere 
of American vital interests. 

"Carter is treating the Gulf as if 
it is an American property.” said 
the leftist pro-Libyan As Safir. 
“He believes he has a legal right to 
shoot at any tresspasser.” 

Leading columnist Michael 
Abu Jaoudeh of the independent 
An Nahar said Mr. Carter’s offer 
■ of military intervention in the Gulf 
“is equal to the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan.” 

The writer said the latest 
developments in Soviet and 
American policies on the Middle 
East and Southern Asia heralded 
the downfall of the non-aligned 
doctrine of the third world. ‘‘Dic- 
tated alignment has now replaced 
voluntary non-alignment,” Mr. 


Abu Jaoudeh wrote. “Soviet pro- 
tection for Afghanistan and 
American protection for the Gulf 
and the Middle East are both 
imposed on these regions for 
purely Soviet and American inter- 
ests." 

The conservative Al Anwarsaid 
Arab nations were reluctant to 
establish direct security links with 
the United States because the

Israel does not intend to live 
up to its obligations rh-A- a; a:!. What we have seen so far is 
not even a sernrfaee of compliance .with what was under- 
taken at Canip Davie, unless one counts a lot of hot air 
produced a- stalemated talks a meaningful gesture that will 
ease the path lo peace. 

Israel is s: one-vr.: : ir.g on an issue that is far more vital to . 
peace in the Middle East than tracts of desert in the Sinai. 
Ever, the commitments i: undertook at Camp David are 
woefully inadequate if one measures them by the yardstick 
of Palestinian rights. Autonomy, even full autonomy, falls 
miserably short of self-determination for the Palestinians; 
by denying any progress even towards the lesser goal, Israel 
is sealing the fate of the Middle East.

What President Carter should realise is that this cause is the 
cause of all peoples and countries in the Gulf, whether Arab or 
Islamic, and that no other cause has greater priority and sig- 
nificance than it. Therefore, preserving the security of the Gulf 
should start with pulling an end to Israeli aggression and I {berat- 
ing Jerusalem before anything else. Only then Arabs and Muslims 
— those most concerned in the security of the region — will be 
able «' preserve (his security. 

But having the U.S. administration make itself the “knight” 
h ho defends the Guj; \\ bile threatening the security of other Arab 
regions by supporting the Israeli aggressor is something difficult 
•o understand or accept . 

President Carter needs to have conviction that the most effec- 
live wax to defend American interests in the region lies in dis- 
mantling the bomb that threatens Arabs in the form of Israeli 
aggression. When he is convinced and when he is able to face 
Congress and the American people with this fact by placing them... 
above election considerations then the U.S. will find that the 
region has become able to defend legitimate international inter- 
ests. including U.S. interests. 

.AL DUSTOUR: Why should we be ashamed and try to “screen the 
sunshine with a sieve?" There is clear disagreement among Arab 
countries’ stands with regard to the Islamic conference on 
Afghanistan scheduled to be held in Islamabad on Saturday. This 
difference in opinion simply reflects the nature of existing rela- 
tions between Arab countries and the Soviet Union on the one 
hand and the prevailing political atmospheres in Arab countries 
on me other. 

The Arab disagreement on Afghanistan seems to revolve 
around the form rather than the essence. We do not think there 
arc responsible Arab countries that view with satisfaction any 
military intervention by a big power in the region. Bui we must 
admit that political attitudes are governed by interests rather than 
emotions and principles in most cases. 

World interests are a complicated thing that involve geog- 
raphy. history, the type of political regime, the sources of arma- 
ments. the type of political mood prevailing and the nature of 
challenges faced by nations. 

Why don't we appreciate the circumstances of one another 
and intelligently divide our loyalties between superpowers so that 
we won’t completely break the ties with either party, and In the. 
meantime employ everything we get for the realisation of ou{, 
basic interests, which should in no way be a source of dis- 
agreement. 

The international game in the region is a complex one and we 
see only that part of it that floats to the surface, so it is impossible 
to reduce it to simply black and xvhite. In addition, there is a 
theory’ that says that despite the open differences between the big 
powers, all that is happening is already agreed upon. The goal they 
share is for them to surround the oil belt and crush the Islamic 
movement and, eventually, quietly divide the oil between them.

AMMAN. Jan. 25 - The effects 
of oil price increases on the 
development of the oil producing 
countries are far more important 
than their effects on the inter- 
national economy— this was the 
view presented* by Harvard 
economist Dr. Thomas Stauffer in 
a speech given this week at the 
World Affairs Council. 

Politicians, he said, find the 
quadrupling of oil prices a “mar- 
vellous excuse" for their inability 
to control domestic inflation. In 
fact, he said, the oil price increases 
accounted for only four per cent of 
world-wide inflation during a 
four-year period during which it 
aggregated 40 - 50 per cent. 

“Governments," he told the 
Jordan Times in an interview yes- 
terday. “are evading the real 
reasons for inflation-government 
deficit spending, automatic cost of 
living increase trigger clauses, 
etc.— and" the excuse is wearing 
thin.*’ 

On what he called the more 
interesting question of the impact 
the increased prices have had on 
the development of oil producers, 
.he outlined four major effects. 
One is that their economies have 
expanded, but not grown. “As 
their revenues go up," he said, 
“their possibilities of real 
economic growth go down — 
wages and the prices of services 
increase but productivity 
decreases." This phenomenon, he 
said, “destroys the possibility of 
economic growth in the usual 
sense, as it did in Iran before the 
revolution." 

Some countries whose econo- 
mies are derivative of the oil pro- 
ducers. such as the North Yemen 
and Egypt, have experienced the 
same development. The former, 
he said, has undermined its own 
economy — its wage structure is 
tied to Saudi Arabia's and it suf- 
feres inflation by proxy. 

Egypt, he added, is beginning to 
experience developments similar 
to those in the Yemen. He 
believes that its economy will 
become truly troubled soon after 
its relations are normalised with 
Israel and Arab countries impose 
sanctions against it. “Until now." 
he told the Jordan Times, “the oil 
revenues from the recovered Sinai 
lands have compensated Egypt for 
the Arab aid they have lost.” He 
does not believe, however that 
American aid will compensate for

Lebanon, he said, has grown as 
an oil service economy and Jordan 
has benefited overall in its role ns a 
derivative economy. He rejected 
the theory that Jordan has suf- 
fered from it. disagreeing with 
those who say that even without 
increased oil prices Jordan would 
have received aid and remitt- 
ances— which in any case are bad. 

The second effect Dr. Stauffer 
described was the effect of 
increased oil prices on the mig- 
ration of peoples. He finds two 
new patterns emerging: one is that 
countries are exporting the most 
labour intensive commodity, 
labour itself; the other is two stage 
migration— Pakistanis and 
Indians, for example, are doing 
agricultural work in the Yemen, 
while Yemeni's are working in 
Saudi Arabia. 

These two countries, he said, 
have more than paid for their bal- 
ance of payments deficit on oil 
through remittances and 
increased business with the Mid- 
dle East. 

This migration, he added, has 
led to third effect— the for- 
mulation of "population policies" 
to control foreign workers during 
the past year. Oil producers, he 
explained are beginning to ask 
themselves, do fheir nationals 
really want expatriates — and why 
should they expand anyway? In 
the United Arab Emirates, he 
said, a “most extraordinary 
economic question" has been 
raised: to what extent can they 
reduce their economic level, get- 
ting rid of expatriates and yet rais-. 
ing the per capita income of their

DAMASCUS - The universality 
of music within all cultures was the 
theme of a talk delivered to the 
American Women's Club by Mr. 
Solhi Wadi, the director of the 
Damascus Conservatory of Music. 

Mr. Wadi founded the con- 
servatory in 1961 under the 
auspices of the Syrian Ministry of 
Culture. This was shortly after he 
completed advanced studies at 
Trinity College of Music and the 
Royal Academy of Music in Lon- 
don. A composer, he has written 
musical scores for several Iraqi 
and Syrian films. 

The audience heard about Mr. 
Wadi's lifetime of involvement to 
music encapsulated in a discussion 
of the universal themes of music. 
Each major point of his talk was 
emphasised by segments of music 
in a tape he had prepared for the 
lecture. 

Stressing that music is the pro- 
duct of man's intellectual and 
emotional strivings. Mr. Wadi 
started the talk off with a violin 
concerto by the 18th century 
composer Johann Sebastian Bach. 

He described Bach as an artist 
who produced music rhar demon- 
strates perfect balance even 
though the composer was bound 
within the confines of the baroque 
music of his period. 

Stating that Bach. Beethoven 
and Mozart are the pillars of 
Western music, he noted that 
oriental music has been passed 
from one generation to the next. 

“Improvisation is an essential 
part of of the training of the orien-

tai musician.” he said. "In other 
words, written music is something 
relatively new in the Arab World 
inasmuch as not a single sheet of 
Arabic music is older than 50 
years. Hence, compositions were 
transmitted from musician to 
musician as opposed to the more 
regimented style of Western clas- 
sical music.” 

Nothing that Arabic music has 
been heavily influenced by India. 
Turkey and Persia. Mr. Wadi 
offered an example of an Indian 
raga in which two or three musi- 
cians lead on percussion instru- 
ments to suggest the fragment of a

melody. The theme is passed from 
player to player who each elabo- 
rate on it until the tabla drum steps 
in and the music is tossed to and 
fro among the musicians — the 
music rising in pitch and tempo. 

“This is how music began,” Mr. 
Wadicommented,” a man blew on 
a hollow reed while he considered 
his destiny.” 

A sensual element entered into 
the discussion with taped Arabic 
music performed on the flute, 
zither, 'oud and percussion 
instruments. An eerie similarity 
was presented in a taped segment 
of Bach's chromatic “Fantasie in 
Fugue.” 

“In the West, from the 15th.to 
17th centuries, music was impro- 
vised,” Mr. Wadi said. "This 
school died until the 20th century, 
when, improvisations became a 
cornerstone of jazz.” 

Parallels between Eastern and 
Western improvisations were 
drawn between Arabic melodies 
and Bach's disciplined fugues. 

“If the same conclusions were 
arrived at in the melodic medi- 
tations of 18th century Bach and a 
contemporary Arab flautist, it 
should not be surprising that the 
same effect has been achieved by a 
Japanese koto player." he con- 
tinued. Examples were offered of 
the similarity between the Japan- 
ese reed flute and the Arabic 
“nay”, the Japanese koto and the 
Arabic "qnum”. Lastly, a piece of 
music by the Belgian composer 
Cesar Frank was player to demon- 
strate how the human mind works 
much in the same respect uni- 
versally. 

“Traditional themes have 


always been blended with classical 

music: therefore, it's not strange 
that musicians the world over have, 
independently shared the same 
meditative approach,” he 
explained. 

' “The reason many people reject 
the music of other ethnic groups is 
because they are noi familiar with 
the style, mode or presentation. 
This seems to be a basic trait of 
humans in that they reject people 
of a different skin colour, lan- 
guage or even dialed, mode of 
dress or way of living. Nonethe- 
less. music is the most universal 
and human of al! arts and we've 
seen today how its themes are 
repeated in ail cultures and all 
rime periods." 

Mor than 320 students are 
enrolled in the Damascus Con- 
servatory of Music. The school is 
open to all who pass a qualifying 
examination. If accepted, they 
receive training for free except for 
a nominal fee of 29 Syrian pounds 
($7.25) a year. Students receive 
three two-hour lessons a week at 
the conservatory, which is 
equipped with 23 pianos. Instruc- 
tion is offered by 22 teachers on all 
instruments played in a Western 
orchestra plus Arabic folk instru- 
ments such as the ’oud and qnum.

Frenchman Bernard Dumiche in a Lancia Stratos, who 
pulled up from fifth place b> winning seven of last night's eight test 
stages. Two others were cancelled because the rally was running 
Far behind schedule. 


Third place went to another Fiat-Abarth 131 driven b\ Swede 
Bjorn Waldegaard. Rohri wastimed at eight hours 57 minutes. 5S 
seconds while Damiche and Waldegaard clocked 9,08:12 and 
9.09:45 respectively. Fourth and fifth places also went to Swedes 
Anders Kullang in an Opel Ascona and Per Ekiund in a Vol- 
kswagen Golf GTL, respectively. 

The best placed woman driver was Michele Mouion of France 
— seventh in a Fiat-Abarth 131. the same position as last vear. 
Ekiund was unlucky during the nighL He had been holding second 
place but a broken drive shaft delayed him considerably while he 
stopped to repair it. Thousands of spectators turned out for the 
last tests on icy circuits in the Alpine foothills north of here.

Tito said to 
be resuming 
some duties 


BELGRADE, Jan. 25 (R) - Pres- 
ident Tito has starred to carry out 
some of his regular duties after the 
amputation of his left leg last Sun- 
day, his doctors said today. 

The doctors said in a bulletin 
that the 87-year-old Yugoslav 
leader was feeling well, hisgeneral' 
health condition was improving 
and he was getting out of his bed 
from time to time.

Yugoslav television, for the 
second time in two days, last night 
showed photographs of President 
Tito sitting in a wheelchair, smil- 
ing broadly, in the intensive care 
unit of the main hospital in the 
north-western city of Ljubljana. 

The bulletin said: “President of 
the Republic Josip BrozTito spent 
lust night quietly and is feeling 
well. He gets out of bed from time 
to time. The general condition of 
his health is showing further 
improvement. 

“President Tito is being 
informed about major internal 
and foreign (policy ) issues and is 
starting to carry out some of his 
regular duties." 

The bulletin did not specify 
what regular duties he was car- 
rying out. but earlier he met State 
Vice-President Lazar Koliscvski 
and conferred with a number of 
top state and Communist Party 
aides. 

Today. President Tito sent 
cables to the president of India 
and the governor-general of 
Australia, congratulating them on 
their National Days. 

President Tito has set up a sys- 
tem of collective leadership of the 
state and the party, numbering 
nine and 24 members respec- 
tively. to succeed him when he 
dies or steps down. The post of his 
deputy in both rotates annually 
among the members, broadly rep- 
resenting Yugoslavia’s eight 
republics and autonomous pro- 
vinces. 

Officials, and ordinary Yugos- 
lavs. have expressed astonishment 
at the apparent speedy recovery of 
the president, who has ruled this 
Balkan country' for nearly four 
decades and is life president of 
both party and state. 

Top officials have said they 
believe the president will increas- 
ingly take up his duties again, but 
they wondered how far he might 
be able to do this following the 
amputation.

Pretoria white families 
may be forced to move 

to make way for Indians 


PRETORIA, Jan. 25 (R)~ Some 
600 white families may have to 
move from their homes to make 
way for Indians, in a rare reversal 
of the usual apartheid practice in 
South Africa. 

Pretoria City Council said it was 
recommending to the government 
that the white families from Pre- 
toria’s Erasmia area be moved so 
that the nearby Indian township of 
Laudium could be extended. 

City councillors approved a 
strongly-worded memorandum at 
a meeting last night after speakers 
said a potentially explosive racial 
situation was developing in the 
drastically overcrowded township. 

The recommendation was in 
direct conflict with government 
promises to residents of Erasmia 
that their suburb would always 
remain "white”. 

Thousands of blacks, coloureds 
(mixed race) and Indians have 
been forced to abandon their 
homes under South Africa's 
Group Areas Act which consigns 
races to separate areas, but rela- 
tively few whites have been 
affected. 

"The only solution is the reset- 
tlement of the Erasmia whites," 
said Mr. Philip Nel, chairman of 
the Pretoria council’s man- 
agement committee. 

"It will perhaps be necessary for 
the Prime Minister (Pieter Botha) 
himself to intervene to ensure a 
solution is acceptable." 

The recommendation was con- 
demned by the Erasmia residents 
and also came in for criticism from 
the Indian township. In Laudium, 
some families are reported to be 
living on the streets because the 
houses are so overcrowded. 

"We are not squatters and they 
are not just going to come and 


move us," Mr. Danie Rossouw, 
chairman of the white suburb’s 
ratepayers association, told repor- 
ters. "We are not going to be the 
sacrificial lamb to the whole group 
areas idea." 

A spokesman for the Indian 
township committee said he 
opposed the resettlement of whire 
families in Erasmia. 

“We have been the victims of 
the Group Areas Act and don’t 
want to be pan of its implemen- 
tation on another race group," the 
Indian spokesman said. 

Councillor Hendrik Botha said 
there would have to be sacrifices. 
He said whites, who had pre- 
viously expected other race 
groups to accede to mass-moving, 
should in fairness themselves, 
accept such moves when neces- 
sary. 


California quake causes 


leak of radioactive water 


LIVERMORE. California. Jan. 25 (R) - Radioactive-tainted 
water leaked from a nuclear laboratory tank here texiat after an 
earthquake shook a 320-kilomc:rcs-wide area of northern 
California and injured 50 people, a laboratory spokesman said. 

The earthquake, which struck vesterdav and has been followed 
b\ four strong aftershocks, swayed skjscrapers in San Francisco. 

The spokesman said the water, which contained about half the 
level of radioactivity that could be dumped legally into a sewer, 
was dripping at a rate of about a quart a minute from a 30.000 
gallon tank.~but posed no danger to the public. 

None of the water has escaped from the Lawrence Livermore 
Radiation Laboratory and the leak, discovered after the ear- 
thquake, will be blocked with cement later today, the spokesman 
said. 

The laboratory, which carries out nuclear research, was evacu- 
ated when the earthquake struck, and 24 people were treated 
there for cuts and bruises, caused mainly by falling ceiling tiles and 
files. Workers wfll return to the laboratory later today, the 
spokesman added. 

Environmentalists have protested againsi the building of nuc- 
lear facilities in California, which has an earth fault running the 
length of the state. 

The epicentre of the earthquake was 19 kilometres northwest 
of Livermore and 137 permanently-positioned trailer homes in 
the town were shaken off their foundations, making 500 people 
homeless. They spent last night at an emergency Red Cross 
centre. 


New report on Three Mile Island incident 

Lasr year's nuclear accident at the Three Mile Island power 
plant came perilously close to turning into a "meltdown,” an 
event that could have resulted in a major disaster, an independent 
study said. 

The study, made public yesterday by the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC), said the Three Mile Island nuclear plant 
came within between 30 and 60 minutes of meltdown. This would 
have required “at least precautionary evacuation of thousands of 
people living near the plant, and potentially serious public health 
and safety consequences for the immediate area." the report said. 

Even without a meltdown, the accident, which occurred on 
March 28. caused severe dislocation in the Harrisburg, Pennsy- 
lvania region, with hundreds of people leaving their homes. 

A meltdown would have occurred had the radioactive rods in 
the plant stayed too long without coolant water. At worst — which 
the study said was not likely — a meltdown could have resulted in 
the radioactive core of the plant being exposed to the atmosphere. 

The study, done by a Washington law firm, said that "Defore 
anyone appreciated the seriousness of the situation, Three Mile 
Island came close to being the accident we had been told by many 
in the industry could not happen: a core meltdown.” 

It said: “A shift foreman reporting for normal duty about two 
hours after the accident began undertook to survey some instru- 
ments and blocked off the stuck -open pressuriser valve that was 
leaking reactor coolant into the reactor containment building." 
The study said that if the valve had remained open, “our pro- 
jections show that within 30 to 60 minutes a substantial amount of 
the reactor fuel would have begun to melt down." 

The study said that another nuclear accident, worse than that at 
Three Mile Island, was likely unless fundamental changes were 
made in the nuclear power industry. It recommended "that the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission be restructured with sub- 
stantially more of its resources going to the monitoring of reac-. 
tors.

OPEC official urges gradual rise 
in natural gas prices this decade 


VIENNA, Jan. 25 (R) - Natural 
gas prices must rise to the level of 
crude oil if a major energy crisis is 
to be avoided in the 1980s, OPEC 
Secretary-General Rene Ortiz 
said today. 

"Gas definitely has to be related 
to oil prices,” he told an inter- 
national natural gas forum. 

Mr. Ortiz cited recent estimates 
which showed a global oil deficit 
of about five million barrels a day 
by 1985 and twice that amount by 
1990. 

Western European production 
of natural gas should fall by five to 
15 per cent by 1990 while U.S. 


U.S. business faces big 
Olympics-related losses 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2 5. 
(R)— Whether American athletes 
compete at the Moscow Olympics 
this summer or not, American bus- 
iness stands to loss millons of dol- 
lars. % 

The Soviet Union is also begin- 
ning to feel the financial lash of 
American reaction to its inter- 
vention in Afghanistan as Ameri- 
cans turn away from Russian 
vodka and caviar. 

President Carter's decision to 
call for a boycott of the Moscow 
games has already affected man- 
ufacturers. shops, travel agen- 
cies, restaurants, liquor dis- 
tributors, the poultry industry and 
advertisers. 

A number of companies have 
halted production of a variety of 
items incorporating the Olympic 
seal and, in particular, the image 
of Mischa, the Russian bear 
adopted as the symbol of the Mos- 
cow games. 

One large manufacturer esti- 
mated that few products with Mis- 
cha emblazoned on them would be 
sold and that manufacturers 
would probably lose between $10 
and $12 million as a result. 

The Levi Straus Company, best 
known as a maker of jeans, has 
already shipped out thousands of 
official U.S. Olympic team train- 
ing outfits. Many of them may now

the company said he hoped that if 
the games were called off, the 
Olympic seal could be removed 
and the outfits sold. 

The J.C. Penney department 
store chain, one of the largest in 
the United Stales, has cancelled 
an order for thousands of Olympic 
tee-shirts. 

The poultry industry has lost an 
order for 50 million chickens sold 
to the Soviet Union— presumably 
to feed rourists at the games— to a 
government embargo which has 
also affected grain sales. 

Stand ford Blum, which bought 
the exclusive commercial rights to 
the games in the Western Hemis- 
phere. said in Los Angeles that 54 
companies that had agreed to 
manufacture Olympic items had 
withdrawn. 

Among the American _ com- 
panies that had been counting on 
making a substantial profit from 
the games but which now stand to 
lose millions are Coca Cola, the 
official drinks supplier, the Gil- 
lette Company and Miller beer. 

A spokesman for Obitair Inter- 
national. the travel agency hand- 
ling arrangements for Americans 
planning to attend the summer 
games, said that about 1.000 had' 
cancelled out of the 1 1 ,000 people 
who had made tour bookings. 

Obitair official Mr. Chris 
Lockwood said virtually all of 
those cancelling said they were 
doing so because of "the present 
uncertainty over conditions." 

Should the United States boy- 
cott the games, the National 
Broadcasting Company would 
also be a big financial loser, having 
paid $87 million for the television 
rights. 

An insurance policy with Lloyds 
of London would reimburse 90 
per cent of the loss but NBC would 
not recoup about $150 million it 
expects from advertising 
revenues. . .

U.S. envoy 
to hold talks 
in Romania 


VIENNA. Jan. 25 (R) - United 
States Undersecretary of State 
David Newsom flies to Bucharest 
tomorrow for ralks on the inter- 
national situation at Romania’s 
request. 

The S.tate Department in 
Washington said the two-dav visit 
was sought by Romanian Foreign 
Minister Stefan Andrei, but U.S. 
embassy sources in Bucharest said 
Mr. Newsom was also expected 
to meet President Nicolae 
Ceausescu. 

The trip is seen as an indication 
of Washington’s continued inter- 
est in Romania, which is formally 
a member of the communist War- 
saw Pact but which maintains an 
independent stance within the 
Soviet bloc. 

For Romania, the visit will be a 
gesture of support from outside at 
a time of uncertainty stemming 
from what it regards as a possible 
new aggressive mood in Moscow 
and from the health problems of 
President Tito in neighbouring 
Yugoslavia. 

Mr. Newsom will be standing in 
for Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, who was due to have vis- 
.ited Bucharest in mid-December 
while in Europe for a NATO 
meeting but had to cancel because 
of the hostage crisis at the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran. The U.S. 
embassy sources in Bucharest, 
however, expected Mr. Vance to 
visit Romania later. 

As part of its independent pos- 
ition, Romania refuses to have 
Soviet troops on its territory or 
send its own troops on Warsaw 
Pact manoeuvres in other coun- 
tries. 

It was the only member of the 
Warsaw Pact to criticise the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan, 
albeit implicitly, by calling for an 
end to the policy of domination 
and interference in other states' 
internal affairs. 

Western diplomats in Bucharest 
said it was difficult to gauge the 
extent of official Romanian con- 
cern over the Soviet action in 
Afghanistan, but they added there 
was considerable nervousness 
among members of the public 
immediately after the intervention 
at the end of December.

TOKYO. Jan. 25 (R) — Former 
Bcutic Paul McCartney, detained 
in a police cell for more than a 
week after customs officers said 
they had found marijuana in his 
luggage, was deported from Japan 
today. 

Mr. McCartney was taken to 
Tokyo Airport after authorities 
decided not to press charges 
against him under the marijuana 
control act, a Justice Minisin 
spokesman said. 

He left on a plane for Amster- 
dam where he will switch to 
another flight to London. 

With him were his wife. Linda, 
and their four children, along with 
several members of Mr. 
McCartney’s rock group Wings. 

Mr. McCartney. 37, had been 
held since his arrival in Japan on 
Jan. 16. 

The Justice Ministry spokesman 
said the British-born millionaire 
musician could not return to Japan 
during the next 12 months. 

He had come to Japan for a 
planned concert tour. 

Offi cials at the prosecutors 
office said authorities had decided 
not to press against the ex-Beatie 
because he had brought in the 
marijuana solely for his own use.

Coal moves to the front

The idea that south Africa 
might use its large coal reserves to 
exact political concessions from a 
coal-hungry world in the 1980s— a 
fear expressed recently by a major 
West German coal trader— may 
seem a bit far-feiched. 

But nonethless, it does highlight 
.the faa that a silent revolution in 
energy use is under way. Spurred 
by fears of a looming world oil 
shortage in the 1980s, and by 
delays in nuclear power growth 
wrought by mounting public 
opposition, many Western indus- 
trial nations are planning a big 
increase in coal’s role in electricity 
production. 

Since only a handful of these 
countries are themselves self- 
sufficient in coal production, there 
will be a dramatic increase in 
world coal trade and what some 
observers see as a “price explo- 
sion” somewhere between 1985 
and 1990. One school of thought 
even believes that coal will take 
over oil’s role eventually, as the 
dominant prioe-setter for all other 
energy sources. 

Even before the Iranian oil cut- 
backs, the International Energy 
Agency was predicting that use of 
cool by U.S. electric utilities would 
jump by 50-53 per cent between 
1976 and 1990, while their Japan- 
ese counterparts would burn 35 


per cent more. 

Mr. Leonard Williams, 
director-general of the EEC 
Commission, told the U.K.’s Vale 
of Belvoir coal mining inquiry last 
month that between now and 
1990, the EEC expected a 25 per 
cent increase in the burning of 
solid fuels in power stations. 

Present plans envisaged a 
further 30 gigawatts (30,000 
megawatts) of coal-fired power 
station capacity, of which IS 
gigawatts (GWJ would be added 
between now and 1985. By con- 
trast, 1985 nuclear powercapacity 
would be only about 73 GW, 
against the 160 GW originally- 
hoped for. 

About 22 GW of oil-fired 
capacity was still 
under construction.

At present, coal supply far out- 
weights demand, so that prices are 
related more to production costs 
than to the world market price for 


energy. However, this is expected 
to change drastically by 1984-85. 
when most of the coal-fired power 
plants currently under con- 
struction come on load. 

• “In theory, there are enough 
coal deposits available to accom- 
modate this growing demand. But 
the question is whether they can 
be developed fast enough so that 
the coal will be there when it is 
needed.” the German trader said. 

Of the two billion tonnes a year 
of coal currently produced world- 
wide, only 200 million tonnes find 
their way into world trade. 

Of this, only 50 million tonnes is 
steam coal, for power station use. 
According to some sources, this 
could zoom to 400-500 million 
tonnes by 1990. If this happens, 
the price of imported coal, include 
ing freight, measured in terms of 
its calorific value, could reach the 
price of oil, whereas it is currently 
half the price in terms of dollars 
per unit of heating value. 

It is estimated rhat Western 
Europe and Asia-notably Japan, 
Korea and Taiwan— would take 
four-fifths of this new figure. 

In Europe, there is some doubt 
as to whether even the "big two” 
coal producers— England and 
West Germany— will be able to 
produce sufficient coal, at attrac- 
tive prices, to prevent an expan- 
sion of currently limited imports. 


Many Western industrial nations are 
ning a big increase in the role played b’ 
in electricity production. The result wil 
dramatic increase in world coal tradt 
what some observers see as a coal “ 
explosion” somewhere between 1985 
1990. 


Another uncertainty factor is 
the extent to which ' coal gasi- 
fication and liquefaction plants 
currently being considered in 
Germany and the U.K. will divert 
coal from power generation. 

And a question mark also hangs 
over the sources of the coal that 
will be internationally traded. 
South Africa is planning to lift its 
steam coal exports from 20 million 
tonnes to 44 million tonnes bv 
1986.^ The U.S., which has the 
world's largest reserves, exports 
50 million tonnes of coal a year, 
but is not expected to increase this 
much, especially as it has own big 
programme of coal-fired plant 
construction. 

Second in the world coal league 
is China, but its coal production 
and transport infrastructure needs 
improving, much as Europe will 
nave to extend its ports and coal 
transport facilities for
